There was 
little or no attempt to show the festi- 
bility of accomplishing a project, in 
which all were inierestoil, and upon 
which a vas amount of sentinieiitaliiy 
was extended. The Bisho|) of Mel- 
bourne's argument's, based upon the 
possibilities of a remote future, when a 
world empire would arise to which all 
nationalities would be compelled to 
own allegiance, was a splendid rhetori- 
cal figure, but nothing more. Ft served 
t\xe pi^rposo of stifling tlio opposition 
tjjat came froip a small section of the 
ffleeting, but it did not answer .satisfact- 
qrily the affirmation contained in the 
aifiendtfient that federation of the colo 
pips niqst necessarily procode imperial 
fefjcration. T'le iiiajorily of the other 
apei^kers n]evely reiterated WL-ll-worn 
platitudes. If the iiniticalioii of ihp 
{Jtnpire 1ms become a DfttiQual neces- 
sity, those wlio support it must ask 
themselves wb(it; they are ]ireparod to 
yield in ipatters of political indepen- 
dence anil local autonomy.

Aluminum is oiio of tho US elomt'iits 
recognized by niotleni jiieiiiiatry. It is a. 
niotal ruaumbliiiL; silver in uppuiiniiicd, 
but only one-fourth its weiyht or specific 
gravity. It ia very malleable and ductile, 
and can bo rolled 4uto the thinnest sheets, 
or drawn into the finest wires. It molts 
at a red heat. By liamnioring it beconios 
aa hard as iron. It is highly soiioroua 
and'makes beautiful bulla. Mi.xud with 
copper, in tho proportion of 5 parts 
aluminum to 55 copper, it forma a metal 
reaemblinp! gold and equally unatfected by 
the oxygen of tho aiinosphere. This is 
called aluminum bronze, and it poaaosses, 
in addition to its reiiiark-.hle property of 
noii-corro.sivoiiesH, a toiisilo strongth far 
superior even to the bust atoel. It ia fre- 
quently used in the manufaoture of 
jewelry, the very small production 
hitherto limiting; its wider use. Almni- 
iiuim — which, by the way, is tho baaia of 
alum — was discovered by a (lernum 
chemist in IH'J."!. For thirty years it re- 
inainttd merely a cheaiical curiosity, but 
in 1858 a French chemist developed a 
methoi by which it could be manufac- 
tured in sufficient quantities to give it a 
commercial value. .Still it could only he 
produced at greal expense, and lias usually 
l)rouylil in the market ubout ^iiO per 
pound.

The in- 
vention has been patented iu tliis and all 
other civilizod countries; a company with 
a capital of t^lU,0!'0,000 has been orf;a- 
nized, and wcirks aie beiny erected at \ 
Niagara Falls for the extensive manufac- 
ture of this valuable metal, the immense 
water power being used for the creation 
of the necessary electric currents. In a 
short time they will be in full operation, 
when aluminum is expected to come into 
very wide use where liL;litr.us.s and i;reat 
strength are desired. !!ut it ia in the form 
of aluminum bronze that it will he most 
employed. It will for many purposes 
supersede steel, being much more indes- 
tructible, neither being oxidized byex- 
iposura not liable to crystulizatioii and frac- 
.tttre as steel is. It will hence be the 
most perfect material known for railroad 
bridges, shipbuilding and a host of other 
purposes. So the day h at hand when 
our bridges and ships will seem made of 
gold, and the present age of iron will be 
transformed literally into a revived golden

THE LONDON POOR. 

The text of the bill to improve tho 
housing of tho pofir of London, prepared 
by the Marquis of Salisbury, has been 
given to the public. The measure pro 
vides that in the construction of work- 
men's lodging houses, in London and its 
suburban and rural sanitary districts, a 
compulsory addition shall be that in leas- 
ing unfurnished houses a guarantee be 
given that the dwellings shall be placed 
in a reiiRonably lit condition for human 
habiliition. The bill ccuiteniplatoa the re- 
moval of tho Millbank, Pentonville and 
Coldbathtields prisons and the devoti(jn of 
their sites to the construction of work- 
fiien'a dfratlin^a. 



THE MUN8TMB BANK FAILURE. 

The excitement in Ireland incident to 
the failure of the Muiiuter Bank of Dub- 
lin is intense. Thu disaster is not as bad 
aa the failure of the Glasgow bank; but its 
ellects are widespread anl extend into 
many households that can ill ad'ord to 
lose their investments. The (Jity of Glas- 
gow bank owed §27,000,000, while the 
Munster bank's liabilities are a littlo over 
c3, 000, 000. TliG hUtcr, h...wevor, is a largo 
sum for tho Irish people to lose. There 
has, no doubt, been criminal negligence on 
tho part of the Munater'a nianagera and, 
•if that is shown they will be brought to a 
strict accounting. The City of Glasgow's 
managers were arrested and punished with 
lightning promptness, and swift action 
may be looked for in the case of the Mun^ 
ster bank managers.

Speaking on the subject, an eminent 
pTOfessbr \rbo bas devoted a gretit deal ot 
attention to tlio oycs garo tbis as bin 
opinion: "Without bavinj; any (iiit!i at, 
band, " lie said, "I would say that, con 
siderlng the causes to which blue cyus uro 
sttributablo, there would be more of tli:tt 
color now . than there were fifty yvars 
ago." 

Ho explained the matter sclent itically 
thus: 

"I think so because the color of the eye 

depends on the quantity of the piijmont 
deposited in tlie iris aud the amount of 
li^ht the eyo is called upon to alisorl). 
yifly yt'ars ago people wi-ro iiKiro exposed 
to the direct, rays of tlie sun ami lived le.i> 
in relireuieut than thiiy do iu)w, and 
therefore the eyo wiis called upon to iib- 
Borb more ligliL It would be a fair in- 
ference that peojilc wlio were much ex- 
posed to free, upea suuligUt, anil living 
lu a "state inclining to a state of nutnre, 
would have darker eyes than tlio.^c livint,' 
a great ileal in their homes. " 

"J^o you think tlio color of eyes attrib- 
utable iu any degree to clinintic iutlii- 
euces?" 

" Ycj, the color is siibjccl iu a ijreat de- 
ijrec to climatic iulluenee.s. ami tlie nietli- 
ods of living of the people. To illuslrulo 
"what 1 mean about the cy e-'absorbiug 
light, }'OU will ob.sorve that walking along 
*j* iu the snow tlie eye' is called iii)on to ob- 

• sorb a great deal of light, but iu looking 

ou a dark piece of velvet it is the rcvor-so. 
The veivot docs tbo absorption. Blue eyes 
are increasing in number, I believe, not 
decreasing. 

"There is another .standpoint from 
"Nvhich the study of eve.s is inli ri;sliug. and 
tbat is iu relation "to llie iudii-at'on they 
(iurely give of a person's character. The 
poet has called the ej'cs 'the windows of 
the soul,' and uuijuestionably they are ibf 
most eloquent features of the buniiia 
countenance, rellecling all our qualities 
and desires, our impulses, our passions, 
and often our very thoughts. 

"By the eyes we form our first impres- 
sion of a person's character, and It is vi-ry 
seldom th It we change that first feeling, 
be it good or Imcl, without the strongest 
caus& Every trait and quality lindi ex- 
pression in these mirrors. Blue eyes be- 
tray two antithetic characters. 1 .irge 
and bright, they denote quick percejitiQu 
and preat susceptibility of external in- 
rluences. Iu tlie gentler more often than 
in the sterner sex they are found coupled 
with line arcbud e\e()rows, in which ease 
they indicate in men a relini-d nature and 
a-sthctic ta'-tca, anil in woman a bnalilo 
disposition, with a ])i cilib ( liou tor (lre.<s, 
music, and the lini> arts. Jt is a principle 
generally rceogidzi-il by pliysiogni ini-l.s 
that beautiful lycs bi'luki-n a cm rc^iioiid 
ing beauty of clmracter, amialiilit\', trust- 
fulness, honor aud devotion. 

"Adorers of bine eyes aud li|.;Iit eyes 
generally will be not a little disiippoin'.cil 
to learn that they signify cunning aud ilc 
ceitfuluess, and tbat lihysiognoiuists iid- 
viao us to beware of them. 1 1 is rather 
startling information, certaialy, in the 
light of the intelligence tbat eye's of this 
color are on the increase. 

"Gray eyes are said to denote intelli- 
gence, coupled with studiousness and 
great mental capability, and adoruad by 
kind feeling. Black eyes are unfathom- 
able, and may either imply deceit aud ua- 
scrupulousness or a nolile elevation uf 
character. 

"Eyes like those of any of tfae lower 
animals, for instance, will be found wbciu 
the nature of the person possessing them 
rasemblcs that of the animal in question. 
£ut withal, it is still gratifving to Had 
tlwt blue eyes, always most ueautlful, are 
on the increase. "
